How They May Become Naturalized, 


Married or Single 


A foreign born unmarried woman 


may become a citizen by being natur 
allzed To do this she must be twenty 
one years of age and have lived five 
years In tuls country, one full year 
of which has been lived In the state 
In whlcb she makes her application 
Or she can marry a man who Is a dtl 
sen, for tb» wife's citizenship follows 
the husband and she continues to re- 
tain her citizenship If she continues to 
reside In the United States, unless she 
renounce! the sovereignty of the Unit 
ed States. 


A foreign born woman living in the 


United States whose husband Is a for 
elgner, who refuses to become natural 
bed, cannot become a citizen unless 
separated from blm by divorce or 
death.
